Perhaps we are 
peculiarly open to this reproich, and per- 
haps we are not. It seems to me morè a 
matter of temperament and individual 
training than of the sex. Some people 
are born with an inslinct of ordef which 
amounts almost to a sixth sense. When 
a new duty presents itself they instinctive- 
ly try to fit it into a place in their plan of 
life. Their income isapportioned to iheir 
expendiuire with the utmost exactness, so 
much being set aside for each demand 
that is líkely to be made upon it. A wo- 
man of this type rejoices in an allowance, 
and loves to plan and contrive so that 
each object may have its fair share of the 
whole. Her house is well arranged be- 
cause it is a reflection of her mind. There 
is a place for everything, and it does not 
ruffle her se ren i ty to have things upset 
sometimes.
